I believe in broth­ 
erhood. 
The trust is tie American 
brotherhood (limited). 
The trust is 
preparing the way, showing society the 
great benefits that may be derived 
through association in industry aud the 
great economic value of association, 
both in production aud distribution. Au 
invention that lightens the burden of a 
world's toilers and makes it possible 
for one man to do the work of 12 is 
called a labor-saving machine. 
‘ Does it matter whether the machine 
is made of wood and iron, or composed 
of organic it ions aud associations of 
men.' If tho result is tho same it-* a 
labor--aving machine. 
"The triumph of the trusts is one of 
the marvels of the closing years of the 
19th century, but they are*an economic 
development, strictly in the line of 
progress, and our problem is not how to 
destroy them, but how to use them for 
the good of all 
Like their prototype, 
the labor-saving machinery constructed 
of wood and iran. they have come to 
stay. 
"W hat shall we do with a trust, with 
the continually increasing armies of un­ 
employed thrown out by these organiza­ 
tions? I reply, we must organize gov­ 
ernment (society) in the interest of all, 
for the go id of all, so that we niav util­ 
ize the economic side of the trust. 
"We mux leave off the word ‘limited* 
from she great American brotherhood 
that I have referred to and own and 
operate the trust for the benefit of the 
people, as we now own and operate the 
postoffice tro?t. 
The profit that accrues 
to the organizations kuown as trusts, 
belongs to society, and may be properly 
called the ’increment of associated or­ 
ganizations.* 
"Equality of opportunity, car brother­ 
hood, is the goal for which the race is 
struggling, and the trust, while purely 
•elfish rn its inspiration, is the expres­ 
sion of the great social spirit now stir­ 
ring the hearts of the people- 
The 
movement toward municipal ownership, 
toward public ownership, toward co-op­ 
eration of every sort, indicates the chan­ 
nel through which the people are to 
come into possession of their own. 
When they are thoroughly enlightened 
they will simply retake rn a perfectly 
orderly way the properties that have 
passed out of their hands and become 
private pos-cssions. 
The people will 
own and operate their own trust. Its 
name will he The Co-operative Com­ 
monwealth. **
